His  death,  and  the  absence  of  our  secretary  in  Nevada, 
made  it  necessary  to  chang-e  the  plans  for  our  meeting,  and 
after  correspondence  with  the  remaining"  members  of  the 
board  of  directors,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  meet- 
ing at  Salisburv.  Alass..  on  Thursday,  (  )ctober  2"3nd,  in 
the  Methodist  church,  which  has  kindly  been  oiTered  for 
our  use.

And  I  am  most 
pleased  to  state  that  our  i-'irst  \  ice  President,  Hon.  1  ler- 
l)ert  .\.  1 'ike.  has  nobl\'  ste])|)ed  into  the  vacant  ]dace  and 
manfull_\'  done  his  dutx'  in  calling  this  meeting.  ^^lur 
Secretary  thought  it  would  sa\e  nuich  exj^ense  to  have 
the  notices  jirinted  and  mailed  in  the  East  rather  than  to 
ha\-e  it  dont'  in  the  West, — not  that  he  would  for  one 
moment  shirk  his  dut\'. 
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Yonr  Secretary,  acting  as  a  representative  from  this 
glorious  Association  at  the  Pike's  Peak  Centennial  cele- 
bration held  at  Colorado  Springs,  Col.,  Sept.  23-29,  lUOi;, 
in  honor  of  Gen.  Zebulon  M.  Pike,  will  make  no  special 
report  at  this  meeting  as  his  report  will  appear  in  a  printed 
form  later  on,  but  he  will  at  this  time  state  that  every  at- 
tention was  bestowed  upon  him  by  the  citizens  of  that 
beautiful  city,  to  whom  and  for  which  he  is  extremely 
grateful.  He  was  invited  to  be  present  at  all  their  exer- 
cises, receptions,  banquets,  and  to  a  lunch  at  Gen.  William 
J.  Palmer's  resplendent  palace  in  the  mountains  whose 
vestibule  is  that  renowned  and  magnificent  "Garden  of  the 
Gods"  of  which  you  may  all  have  read  and  some  been 
privileged  to  visit.  Assistance  was  rendered  from  all  their 
committees  to  aid  your  Secretary  in  obtaining  all  the  pa- 
pers read,  speeches  delivered  and  photographs  of  all  the 
speakers,  and  of  the  beautiful  scenery  with  which  the  city

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Colonel  Zebulon  Pike* 

Tradition  savs  that  niy  great  grand- father.  Col.  Zeb- 
ulon Pike,  came  over  from  England  with  his  two  brothers, 
James  and  Robert,  some  years  before  the  Revolutionary 
War. 

Robert  went  to  sea  with  the  son  of  the  Governor  of 
New  Jersey,  and  as  neither  returned  it  was  supposed  that 
the  ship,  being  a  new  one,  had  not  been  properly  ballasted 
and  while  at  sea  had  turned  turtle,  all  on  board  being  lost. 

James  joined  the  Quakers  and  moved  to  Pennsyl- 
vania and  further  trace  of  him  was  lost. 

Tradition  also  says  that  each  of  the  brothers  brought 
with  him  five  thousand  pounds  of  English  money  and 
when  the  war  of  the  Revolution  began  Col.  Pike  used  all 
his  money  in  raising  and  equipping  a  company  of  cavalry 
which  he  comiuanded  during  the  war.  He  engaged  a 
French  riding  master  to  train  his  men  to  ride.  They  were 
taught  to  ride  in  a  circle  without  saddle  or  bridle.  Col. 
Pike  rode  a  fine  large  black  horse  called  Genius,  which 
was  the  pride  of  the  company.  He  had  his  horses  trained 
to  jump,  and  wdien  pursued  by  the  British  dragoons  would 
go  across  the  country  taking  the  fences  as  they  came  and 
leaving  the  British  far  in   the  rear. 

(Jnce  when  Col.  Pike  was  out  scouting  he  came  to  the 
house  of  a  friend  about  dusk  and  tied  his  horse  and  went 
in,  thinking  to  surprise  his  friend.  Not  seeing  any  one 
in  front  of  the  house  he  went  through  on  to  the  rear.  But 
the  house  was  deserted  and  Col.  Pike  said  the-  intense 
stillness  made  him  so  nervous  that  he  drew  his  saber  and 


*Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike  (probably  the  best  posted  of  any  one 
in  the  country  on  the  Pike  Family)  wrote  with  reference  to  the 
paper  on  Colonel  Zebulon  Pike:  "It  is  all  true  except  the  tra- 
dition of  the  origin  of  the  family:  Col.  Zebulon  was  the  son  of 
James   Pike   of  Woodbridge,    N.   J.

walked   backwards   out   of   the   liouse. 

\\'hile  out  on  a  scoutin.c:  cx])editioii  Cok  Pike  was 
sli])i)inc;-  u\)i)u  a  I  British  camp,  and  lieinjj^  detectetk  was 
])nrsued  by  a  bod}-  of  P.ritisli  drasj^oons.  While  in  retreat 
Cok  Pike  always  rode  at  the  rear  of  his  troops  and  was 
in  the  rear  on  this  occasion.  Two  of  the  Enpi'lish  troopers 
having-  swifter  horses  than  the  rest,  had  overtaken  him 
and  were  trying-  to  slay  him  witli  their  sabers,  but  lie.  be- 
ing an  excellent  swordsman,  was  protecting  himself  and 
was  makings  the  tight  interesting  for  the  Englishmen,  when 
one  of  his  troopers,  a  Frenehman.  looking  back,  saw  the 
difficulty.  Dro]:)i)ing  along^side.  he  shot  one  of  the  Eng- 
lishmen, while  the  other  one  was  soon  (lis])atched  bv  Colo- 
nel   Pike. 

(  )n  another  occasion  he  and  eight  of  his  men  w-ere 
reconnoitering-  a  P.ritish  camp,  and  while  he  was  looking 
through  his  field  or  spy  g^lass  he  saw  an  English  soldier 
come  out  of  the  camp  a  short  distance  and  after  kneeling- 
down,  place  something  on  the  gunbarrel  and  take  aim:  the 
Colonel  reined  his  horse  back  a  ste]:>  and  at  that  instant  a 
rille  ball  passed  in  front  of  him,  cutting  a  lock  of  hair 
from  his  horse's  mane.  A  body  of  cavalry  was  then  sent 
after  them,  an<l  the  Colonel  ordered  his  men  to  niake  for 
a  field  surrounded  by  a  post  and  rail  fence.  The  fence  was 
jumped  with  ease  by  the  Colonel's  horses  Imt  when  the 
English  came  to  it  they  had  to  dismount  and  tear  the  fence 
down  before  tlie\'  could  proceed,  thus  giving  him  ample 
time  to  get  away. 

After  the  war  he  taught  school  until  he  received  his 
commission  to  go  west  with  the  army  of  (Jen.  St.  Clair  as 
coiumander  of  a  regiment.  The  Government's  attention 
had  been  called  to  the  })erilous  situation  of  the  settlers  in 
the  far  west,  where  the  Indians  were  burning,  pillaging, 
and  murdering  the  defenceless  people  along  the  frontiers 
of    (  )hio    and    Indiana.      The    Government    dispatched    St. 
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Clair  with  a  well  equipped  regular  army  to  check  the  In- 
dians and  succour  the  inhabitants.  The  army  was  as- 
sembled at  Cincinnati  where  it  was  reorganized  by  Gen. 
St.  Clair  and  his  call  for  volunteers  was  responded  to  in 
great  numbers.  The  army  took  the  line  of  march  to  the 
interior,  preceded  by  scouts  to  locate  the  enemy,  whom 
they  found  in  great  numbers  posted  in  a  favorable  place 
across  St.  Clair's  line  of  march.  Gen.  St.  Clair  was  a 
brave  man  and  a  skillful  general  so  far  as  European  tac- 
tics were  concerned,  but  he  knew  nothing  of  Indian  war- 
fare, and  he  drew  his  men  up  in  the  regulation  plan  of 
battle,  in  solid  column,  a  splendid  target  for  the  Indians 
to  shoot  at.  The  Indians  were  not  slow  to  improve  their 
opportunity,  and  opened  upon  the  whites  a  murderous  tire 
with  rifles  from  their  hiding  places  behind  trees  and  logs. 
The  consequence  was  that  in  a  short  time  St.  Clair's  army 
was  practically  annihilated  and  the  remnant  retreated  by 
the  way  they  came.  Col.  Butler  of  Kentucky  was  shot 
through  and  said  to  Col.  Pike,  'T  cannot  live,  you  load  my 
pistol  and  set  me  against  a  tree  and  I  will  die  fighting  and 
you  tell  my  friends  so."  A  white  man  hidden  in  a  tree  top 
witnessed  the  death  of  Butler. 

The  order  to  retreat  ended  in  a  wild  rout  and  panic. 
Col.  Pike  called  a  small  remnant  of  his  regiment  around 
him  and  told  them  their  lives  depended  upon  their  keep- 
ing together  and  obeying  orders,  and  he  ordered  them  to 
fire  on  the  Indians  and  load  their  guns  as  they  ran,  thus 
keeping  them  in  check,  but  finally  Colonel  Pike's  legs  gave 
out  from  partial  paralvsis.  which  later  in  life  totally  dis- 
abled him.  He  sat  down  on  a  log  to  await  death  and  told 
his  men  to  go  on  and  to  do  as  they  had  been  doing,  and 
thcv  would  get  to  the  fort  safely,  when  as  good  fortune 
would  have  it.  Dr.  Ellison,  a  surgeon,  came  riding  up  on 
a  w^ounded  horse  with  a  boy  behind.  Dr.  Ellison  said  to 
Colonel  Pike,  "Don't  sit  there  and  be  butchered  by    those 
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(kvils,  l)ut  take  liold  of  my  horse's  mane  and  jjerhaps  the 
eramp  may  k-ave  you:"  and  it  (hd.  for  as  he  hobbled  aloni;- 
he  trained  strengtli  and  they  all  reached  Fort  Rccover\  in 
safetw  Dr.  Fdlison  established  himself  in  Cincinnati  and 
kept  that  horse  without  work  until  he  was  thirty  \ears 
old   in  i^Tatitude  for  having-  saved  the  lives  of  three  men. 

Immediately  after  St.  Clair's  defeat,  the  Covernment 
sent  Anthon\-  Wayne  west  to  reorq-anize  the  remnant  of 
the  army.  In  reorganizing-  the  arm\'  of  the  west  General 
\\'ayne  discarded,  the  old  Iun"o])ean  discii)!ine  and  maneu- 
ver and  concluded  to  fight  the  Dexil  with  the  De\irs  (!\\n 
l)lans.  l'>y  the  advice  of  old  Indian  fighters  he  took  his 
men  into  the  woods  and  drilled  them  in  Indian  st\le, 
fou.g'ht  sham  battles,  taught  his  men  to  lie  down  behind 
trees  and  logs,  and  to  out-yell  Indians,  and  his  whole  armv 
was  like  a  skirmish  line  drawn  out  with  a  reserve  in.sup- 
])ortin,g  distance,  and  he  met  the  enemy  not  on  grounds  of 
their  choice  but  on  grounds  den.  Wavne  forced  them  to 
occupw  Col.  I 'ike  was  in  command  of  the  reserves  in  this 
battle  and  came  through  all  safelw  He  was  transferretl 
from  here  to  a  command  at  bin-t  Hetroit  where  he  re- 
mained for  about  a  \'ear,  after  which  he  was  ordered  to 
build  a  fort  near  the  mouth  of  the  (  Miio  River.  He  se- 
lected a  ■])lace  where  there  had  once  stood  a  brencb  fort 
when  bVance  owned  Canada  and  also  claimed  the  Mis- 
sissi])])!  Ri\(.'r  from  its  source  to  its  mouth.  The  fort  was 
a  strong  one  built  1)\-  h'rench  engineers  and  occu])ied  by 
about  t\\i»  bundrc-d  peo])le.  The  Indians  took  the  fort  b\' 
strategy.  It  was  the  custom  of  the  ]*^-ench  and  Indians 
to  ])la\'  ball  outside  the  fort  and  at  the  time  of  the  attack 
th.e  Indians  h:id  cut  oiif  some  of  their  rilles  so  the\-  could 
be  concealed  in   their  clothing. 

When  th.ey  ap])eared  on  the  i)layground,  and  the 
French  o])ene(l  their  gates,  the  Indians  at  a  sign  made  a 
sinuiltant'ons  rush  and  shot  the  guards  at  the  gate.    The  gar- 
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rison  were  so  taken  by  surprise  they  made  but  a  weak 
defense,  were  slaug-htered  to  a  man.  their  lioches  thrown 
into  a  deep  well,  and  some  cannon  thrown  in  on  top.  Col- 
Pike  named  it  Fort  Massacre  in  memory  of  that  terrible 
French  tra.si'edy. 

The  Colonel  being"  a  prudent  man.  determined  to  build 
a  fort  strong  enough,  and  large  enough  to  protect  his  gar- 
rison and  also  to  afford  room  for  the  settlers  in  case  of  at- 
tack. The  outside  fortifications  covered  man\-  acres  and 
were  built  of  hewed  timbers,  twenty  feet  long-,  sixteen  feet 
above  ground  and  set  four  feet  in  the  ground ;  a  ditch 
eight  feet  deep  and  ten  feet  wide  surroriidcd  the  fort,  with 
pickets  drawn  to  a  sharp  ]ic.int  in  the  bottom,  which  would 
have  been  a  fatal  thing  to  fall  upon.  The  great  gate  of 
the  fort  was  seldom  o]:)ened  ;  the  sally  port  gate  only  was 
permitted  to  l)e  opentnl  and  a  sentry  stood  guard. 

At  stated  times  the  great  war  chiefs  were  invited  by 
Col.  Pike  to  hold  a  grand  powwow  and  feast.  The  room 
was  twenty  feet  long  and  had  a  long  table  in  the  center. 
Six  hunters  were  kept  busy  supplying  the  garrison  with 
nx'at.  such  as  deer,  elk  and  small  game,  and  when  the  In- 
dian chiefs  visited  the  fort  an  especial  roast  dinner  was 
gotten  up  for  the  occasion  and  it  was  a  sight  to  see  twenty 
or  more  celebrated  Indians  sit  down  and  eat.  Indian  style. 
Thev  used  neither  knife  nor  fork.  onl\-  hands  and  teeth. 
Thev  ate  stripping  the  bones  and  throwing  them  over  their 
shoulders  and  v.dien  the  feast  was  through  there  was  a  line 
-of  bones  from  one  end  of  the  room  to  the  other. 

At  about  this  time  there  were  indications  of  an  Indian 
attack,  or  war  on  the  settlers,  as  they  were  gradually  en- 
croaching on  the  Indians"  hunting  grounds  and  the  In- 
dians combined  in  large  bodies  for  self  defense.  Col.  Pike 
desired  to  communicate  with  the  army  at  Detroit,  to  give 
•them  warning,  and  as  the  journey  was  a  long  and  danger- 
'Dus  one,  lie  determined  to  assemble  the  whole  command  on 
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])ara(le.  and  call  for  volrntccrs  to  go  on  the  ])ct"iloiis  jour- 
nc\-.  Tlic  ("olo'.iel  in  a  s])eech  stated  the  importance  of 
warning  Detroit  of  the  necessity  of  being  on  gnard  and  of 
increasing  their  forces  and  ])r()tectin.g  their  peoyjle  as  far 
as  possilile.  The  Colonel  called  fur  volunteers  and  out  of 
three  hrndred  men  h.rt  one  responded  and  that  was  the 
Colonel's  son,  Zeh.vlon  Montgomery  Pike.  It  was  a  hard 
blow  to  send  his  son,  hardlv  twenty-  one  years  old.  a  dis- 
tance of  seven  In  ndred  miles  through  an  almost  unbroken 
wilderness,  a  corntry  cccu])ied  by  the  most  savage,  cruel 
and  1)1(1:  )(1  ihirst\-  i)eople  in  th.e  world,  the  Shawnee  Indians. 
One  of  the  duties  of  Col.  I'ike  was  to  suppress  the 
river  pirates  who  infested  and  terrorized  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  Rivers.  There  were  two  gangs  of  them,  one 
the  Mason,  on  the  ( )hio  River,  with  headcpiarters  at  Cave- 
in-Rock,  on  the  Kentucky  shore  u  t  far  from  Fort  Mas- 
sacre, fiihn  A.  Merrill  was  the  lea'ler  of  the  Mississippi 
gang.  Col.  Pike  dctenrined  to  cantvre  Mason's  gang  and 
detailed  Zebulon  M.  Pike,  then  Liertenant,  with  fifteen 
men  to  the  task'.  Sco  ts  wc-e  sent  o-'t  t  )  determine  when 
to  make  the  attack  so  as  to  capti-re  as  man\-  as  possible. 
kieut.  I'ike  started  in  the  evening  in  a  large  boat  and  ar- 
rived at  the  cave  short!\-  after  davl)reak.  Mason  had  out 
no  sentinel  so  kiert.  Pike  was  not  detected  in  coming. 
The  morth  of  the  cave  iDeing  just  a  few  feet  from  the  river 
bank,  the  !  oat  wis  rowed  i  ]»  so  the  kiertenant's  party 
might  command  the  entrance  while  the\-  landed.  It  hai)- 
pened  that  throi'gh  being  misinformed  1)\'  the  sc(nits.  two 
of  the  gang  onk.-  were  in  the  cave  at  the  time.  These  two, 
Mason  and  a  man  named  Smith,  were  at  breakfast  and 
were  complete].'  surprised.  The\  leai)ed  for  their  guns 
but  an  order  to  ha't  from  Lier:t.  Pike,  and  the  muz/des  of 
fifteen  guns,  b.rorght  them  to  a  speed\  surrender.  They 
were  taken  before  Col.  Pike  but  nothing  could  be  proven 
against   them   and   the   Colonel    was   compelled,   under    the

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circumstances,  to  let  them  go,  hut  as  a  reminder  to  them 
of  their  future  conduct,  ordered  that  each  sliould  receive 
thirt\--nine  lashes  on  the  hare  hack.  Mason  returned  to 
the  cave  and  continued  his  depredations  and  a  reward  of 
one  thousand  dollar?  was  otTered  for  his  recapture,  dead 
or  alive  One  of  his  gang  named  LeHarp,  thinking  to 
gain  the  reward,  shcit  Mason  and  carried  his  head  to  Xew 
Orleans  to  claim  the  reward.  James  F.rown  Pike,  son  of 
Col.  Pike,  heing  in  Xew  Orleans  at  this  time,  identified 
Mason's  head  and  also  identified  LeHar^j  as  one  of  Ma- 
son's gang.  LeHar;),  instead  of  receiving  one  thousand 
dollars,  was  hanged  as  his  reward,  hy  the  order  of  Gov. 
Clayhourne. 

Col.  Pike  had  a  gunsmith  at  work  near  the  fort  anrl 
when  anv  of  the  Indians  entered  the  fort  they  were  com- 
pelled to  leave  their  arms  with  the  sentry,  who  turned  the 
guns  over  to  the  gunsmith.  The  English  were  supplying 
the  Indians  with,  guns  to  make  war  on  the  Americans  and 
to  counteract  in  a  small  way  what  the  English  were  doing 
Col.  Pike  had  the  gunsmith  remove  and  soften  the  frizen 
(the  piece  on  which  the  flint  struck  fire)  of  their  flint  lock 
guns,  thus  rendering  them  useless. 

Col.  Pike  was  an  invalid  in  his  later  life,  this  condition 
heing  brought  on  b_\-  exposure  in  the  Revolutionary  war 
and  in  the  campaigns  of  St.  Clair  and  Wayne. 

Col.  Pike  retired  from  service  while  at   Fort  ?\Iassacre 

and  settled  near  Eawrencehurg,  Indiana,  where  he  died  in 

18:34.

The  above  paper  was  read  by  Mrs  Htrbtrt  A.  Pike 
and  in  closing  she  quoted  the  tollovving: 

"They   climbed   the  .steep    ascent   of   Heaven 

Thro'    peril,    toil    and    pain; 
Oh,    God.    to    us   may   grace    be   given 

To   follow   in   their  train." 
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As  a  slifjht  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  former  Pres- 
ident, Edwin  1').  I'ike,  and  of  our  Secretary,  Clifford  L. 
Pike,  botli  of  wluMU  were  so  deeply  interested  in  this  As- 
sociation and  most  lari;x'ly  influential  in  its  orj^'anization, 
we  i^-ive  below  <i  brief  sketch  of  each,  believing:  that  all  the 
members  will  desire  to  have  this  in  {xn'manent  form  in  the 
records. 

Edwin  B.  Pike 

lidwin  Ikirbank  Pike  was  born  in  Haverhill.  X.  H., 
Afiril  T,  ISb"),  the  x'ouuLjest  of  six  children.  His  father  was 
Isaac  Pike,  son  of  Abuses  Pike,  and  his  mother's  name  was 
Sarah  Morse.  At  fourteen  _\-ears  of  aj^'e  the  death  of  his 
father  threw  him  ujion  his  own  resources,  but  he  suc- 
ceeded in  ])a_\ing'  his  way  l)\'  his  own  labor  for  a  period  of 
instruction  at  Haverhill  Academy  and  Newbury  Seminary. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  Rebellion,  when  sixteen  \-ears  of 
ai^e,  he  enlisted  in  the  P'nion  Army,  but  his  mother  pre- 
vented his  enterin;^-  the  service,  thoug'h  later  he  was  con- 
nected for  two  years  with  the  railroad  and  sup]il\-  service 
of  the  .Vrmy  \n  the  South.  For  the  greater  [)art  of  his 
life  he  was  connected  with  the  Pike  Manufacturing  Com- 
p.any,  of  Pike.  Xew  fTaiu])shire,  the  last  seventeen  years 
serving  as  President,  and  it  was  largely  through  his 
marked  al)ility,  tireless  energy  and  su]HTior  business  sa- 
gacity that  this  became  the  largest  and  most  prosperous 
concern  in  its  line  in  the  world.  A  quotation  from  his  re- 
marks at  the  animal  conference  of  his  salesmen  and  de- 
I)artment  heads  will  show  something  of  the  principle  which 
he  carried  into  his  business  affairs:  "It  has  been  my  in- 
tention and  effort  for  years  that  what  I  touched  should  be 
l)enefited  by  my  connection  with  it,  whether  it  was  a  piece 
of  land  or  a  horse  :  whether  it  was  some  one  who  entered 
-our  emi)loy,  or  some  one  who  bought  something  from  us. 
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Whatever  we  do  T  want  to  be  a  benefit  to  those  we  come 
in  contact  with.  I  want  to  put  honestv  and  kindHness  as 
well  as  push  and  perseverance  into  our  business." 

Mr.  Pike  was  President  of  the  Pike  Family  Associa- 
tion from  its  organization.  He  was  for  many  years  actively 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  National  Association  of  Man- 
ufacturers, serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Committee  and  as  \'ice  President  for  New  Hamp- 
shire. He  was  also  a  member  of  the  American  Hardware 
Manufacturers'  Association,  of  the  Hardware  Merchants' 
and  Manufacturers'  Club  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  Hardware  Club  of  New  York.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  New  Idampshire  Historical  Society  and 
served  as  delegate  in  the  last  Constitutional  Convention  of 
the  State.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church 
at  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  until  he  became  a  charter  member  of 
the  Bethany  Church  at  Pike,  organized  after  years  of  effort 
on  his  part. 

Mr.  Pike  was  a  man  of  strong  personality,  genial 
manners  and  generous  disposition,  hospitable,  charitable 
and  public-spirited  in  a  marked  degree.  He  married  in 
Salem,  Mass.,  April  14,  iSd."),  Aliss  Addie  A.  Miner,  who 
died  August  27,  1887.  There  were  three  children  bv  this 
marriage  of  wdiom  two  are  now  living,  E.  Bertram  Pike, 
and  Winifred  Pike  Emory,  (Mrs.  Walter  E.  Emory)  of 
Honolulu.  Mr.  Pike  was  married  again  Sept.  1<).  18!)(), 
to  Miss  Harriet  D.  Tromblee,  who  with  one  daughter,. 
Katherine,  survives  him.

As  a  boy  lie  stndied  med- 
ieine  with  \)v.  C '.  1,.  Wilson  of  W'aterford.  Me.,  later  en- 
terin<4'  l'ridi.;ton  .\cadeni\-,  wlu're  he  ^radnated  with  honors 
in  ISTS.  He  entered  the  medical  department  of  liowdoin 
Colleg"e  in  IS^ii  and  dnriiii^'  the  summer  and  fall  terms  of 
ISSn  attended  the  medical  school  of  Portland.  He  ,i:;rad- 
nated  from  Powdoin  in  the  class  of  iSSl  on  which  occa- 
sion 111-  ])re])ared  a  thesis  which  was  hi^iih'  conimended  l)y 
the  l'acuh\-.  Aftt'r  servin,<.;-  at  the  Maine  ( ieneral  Hosj^ital 
in  Portland,  Dr.  Pike  entered  n])on  the  i)ractice  of  medi- 
cine in  .Sweden,  niox-iiii^'  from  there  to  Xorwax".  He  re- 
maine(l  in  .\'or\va\'  until  psiiii,  ^-oiiiL;'  from  there  to  .Saco 
whert'  for  a  time  he  was  (|uite  ])r(.minent  in  ])rofessional 
and  i)olitical  circles.  In  P.mk;  \vc  i^ave  u]>  his  office  in  Saco 
and  went  to  l\<,no,  \e\-ada.  returning'  in  llMis  broken  in 
health.  In  .Sri»teml)er,  P.'d'.i,  he  was  taken 'ill  with  ])neu- 
nionia  and  had  not  the  strength  to  rail}'.  His  death  oc- 
curred  Sept.  ".'i^tli. 

Dr.  Pike  first  became  interested  in  Pike  Pamily  History 
in  b'ssu  and  from  tlia.t  time  until  his  death  he  i^ave  much 
attention  and  hard  wo]-k  to  this.  In  I'.HKt  he,  toi^'ether  with 
.Mr.  l-'.dwiu  P.  Pike  :md  some  others,  calk'd  toi^'ether  the 
Piki'S  from  all  owr  the  couiitr\-  fur  the  organization  of  the 
Pike  haiiiiP  .\>sociatioii.  lie  was  preparing  to  ])ul)lish  a 
Histor\-  of  the  Pike  b'amiK  and  had  a  large  ])art  of  the 
nianuscri])t  ready  for  t\ping.  I  lad  the  Association  been 
in  position  to  turnish  lunds  tor  this  w  ( irk  it  would  doubt- 
less lia\'e  bc/eii  complete<l  long  ago,  but  although  Dr.  Pike 
g'ave  so  much  i<\  bis  iiwm  time  ami  mone\'.  e\'en  neg'lect- 
ing  his  ])ractice  in  order  to  carry  forward  this  work  which 
he  so   loved,   \et   he   was   not  able  to   accom])lish   the   fulfill-

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ment  of  his  cherished  plans.  He  was  probably  the  best 
posted  man  in  the  country  on  Pike  Family  genealogy  and 
he  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  work  of  the  Association. 
For  the  benefit  of  many  who  may  not  have  read  his  paper 
written  for  the  Pike's  Peak  Centennial  we  are  publishing 
same  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Probably  not  all  of  Dr.  Pike's  friends  were  aware  of 
the  fact  that  besides  the  practice  of  his  profession,  in  which 
he  was  very  successful,  and  his  genealogical  research  work, 
he  also  wrote  a  number  of  poems  of  various  kinds.  Only 
a  few  of  these  have  been  published,  however.  One  long 
one,  the  "Address  of  Welcome  to  the  ITth  Maine,"  was 
written  for  the  •34th  Reunion  of  the  17th  Maine,  the  regi- 
ment to  which  his  father  belonged,  and  this  poem  was 
published  in  the  papers  at  the  time. 
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The  Call  of  the  Kin 

■'Thi'    time    has   fonie,"    tin-    Walrus   said, 

"To   talk — of   vai-ious   things: 
( >f    mottoes,    shields,    and    eoats-of-ai-ms, 
()f  swords, — and   Pikes, — and    kings." 
So  our  faithful   Secretai-y  sent  some  hundred   orders  out 
.Summoning  all   the  faithful    to   an   immense   Pike    rout.

"They    stroxe    that    the    white    banner   should     be    everywhei'e    un- 
furled. 
Pikes  came  from  stores, 
Friiin    workshops.

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There  is  wit  and  there  is  wisdom;  there  are  songs  and  speeches,
